W ater Board Faces Puzzle: Raising $6.1 Million

A l(kyear-plan to spend $6,- 
103,450 for major facilities and 
improvements in Marin Munici­ 
pal Water District was handed 
to district directors yesterday by 
Manager William R. Seeger. 


Seeger told the board the dis­ 
trict will not have enough money 
from its present water rates to 


do the job. He said all funds 
from a 12.5 million dollar bond 
issue passed in 1956 have been 
used up, although some projects 
planned then have yet to be 
done. 
He advised against a new bond 
issue at this time, however. He 
said directors will probably have 
to ask voters in 1975 to approve 
a 50 million dollar bond issue 


for the massive Warm Springs 
project north of Healdsburg in 
Sonoma County for increased 
water uspply. 
Even if the district raised wa­ 
ter rates 10 per cent or levied a 
property tax of abow^-13 cents 
per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation, 
there w o u l d not be enough 
money to carry it through the 
next few years, he said. 


But, said Seeger, the district 
has “ an ace in the hole." There 
is a bond redemption fund which 
can be tapped, temporarily, to 
allow the district to squeak by 
— but only if water rates are in­ 
creased or a tax is levied, or 
both. 
If a tax is levied, it would 
be the first in the district his- 
torv. 


Seeger said he felt none of the 
projects listed in the plan could 
be cancelled or deferred, with 
one possible exception: $150.- 
000 i n c l u d e d for repairing 
Phoenix Dam near Ross, to be 
done in the next fiscal year. 
Biggest project in the list is 
replacement of the main water 
line to southern Marin, to cost 
$839,150. Seeger proposed that 


this job be done in three stages 
to spread the cost. 
The plan also calls for a $600.- 
000 expansion of the San Geron- 
imo treatment plant and a $400.- 
000 pipe line between Alpine, 
Bon Tempe and Kent Lakes. 
The 
Mill 
Valley 
reservoir 
should be replaced at a cost of 
$350.000 by steel tanks, the en­ 
gineer said, and the reservoir 


on Forbes Hill should also be 
replaced, for $180.000. 
Seeger said a $225,000 project 
to replace the transmission line 
through Ross to the Ross reser­ 
voir should be started next fiscal 
year, and that later the Ross 
reservoir, above Phoenix Lake, 
will have to be expanded, for 
$140.000

Marin Deputy, State Agent Make Pinch Tax Fight 


Of Alleged Forged Prescription User 


A tip by a Marin County i 
sheriff’s inspector led to the 
arrest in Sunnyvale yesterday of 
a man believed part of a Bay 
Area ring of alleged narcotic 
prescription forgers. 
Daniel Lee Wyatt, 25, the sec­ 
ond member of the suspected 
ring to be arrested in two weeks, 
was believed to have passed pre­ 
scription forms taken in recent 
thefts of doctors bags in Marin 
County. 
He was arrested at his home 
at 4:50 p.m. by state narcotics 
agent Jesse P. Foster and Marin 
County Sheriff s Inspector Bow­ 
en Bridges. 
The inspector said Wyatt was 
obviously a narcotic user. His 
forearms were closely pocked 
with injection sears. 
Running out of room for fur­ 
ther injections in his arms, he 


had given an injection in the 
right foot, which had swollen so 
badly he could not put on his 
shoe, Bridges said. 
After questioning at the Marin 
County Sheriff’s Office, Wyatt 
was taken to the Sonoma County 
Jail in Santa Rosa, and booked 
on a charge of using forged nar­ 
cotics prescription forms. 
Bail was set at $5,500. 
Wyatt’s arrest followed a tip 
received by Bridges earlier in 
the day as to Wyatt’s wherea­ 
bouts. 
Foster said the arrest was 
linked with the arrest Jan. 25 of 
Mrs Mary Meier, 29, of 26 Bruce 
Road, Fairfax. 
He said Wyatt used the stolen 
forms to acquire the drug Dilau-

SACRAMENTO (API - Gov. 
Brown’s Democratic forces to­ 
day beat down Assembly Repub­ 
lican attempts to rewrite a bill 
to rescue benefits for Californ­ 
ians disabled by off-the-job in­ 
jury and illness. 
Minority Republicans fought 
hard for amendments that would 
eliminate the administration’s 
proposal for a .1 per cent pay­ 
roll tax increase to restore the 
solvency of the disability insur­ 
ance 
fund 
and 
make 
other 
changes in the disability insur­ 
ance program. 
But their first amendment was 
defeated on a vote of 43-31 in 
the first major partisan floor 
fight of the session. 
Before their victory, Demo­ 
crats had to quell a rebellion 
by Assemblyman 
William T. 
Dtnneymeyer, D-Fullerton, who 
I sought to return the bill back to 
the Finance and Insurance Com­ 
mittee for more study. 
He won the support of Repub­ 
licans and five Democrats but 
his bid was turned back 42-35. 


SAIGON (UPI) — Nearly 150 American and South 
Vietnamese planes bombed military targets in North 
Viet Nam today in reprisal for a Viet Cong terrorist 
attack on a U. S. Army billet. Heavy damage was in­ 
flicted in the air raid, largest such action of the war. 


The Defense Department in Washington said 
“ heavy fires’’ were observed in one area north of the 
17th parallel dividing Viet Nam and “ moderate fires 
in two other areas. The target areas— staging areas 
for Communist troops inf iltrating into South Viet Nam 
—were left in smoking ruins. 
The attacks were ordered by 
President Johnson after suicide 
squads of Communist terrorists 
blew up a four-story U.S. Army 
billet Wednesday night in Qui 
Nhon. 275 miles northeast of 
Saigon. As many as 25 Ameri­ 
cans were feared dead in the 
blast. 
Two were known dead, 23 
were missing and 18 were in­ 
jured. The blast also killed 11 
Vietnamese. 


USE HUMAN SHIELD

amphibious 
force tried to attack Qui Nhon 
today but was driven off by 
U.S. Army helicopters and Viet­ 
namese artillery. The attackers 
used a human shield of 400 ci­ 
vilians. 
Today’s attacks were carried 
out by 28 Vietnamese Skyraid- 
ers and 20 U.S. Air Force F100 
jets from the Da Nang Air Base 
and by 100 American carrier- \ 
based planes operating from 
three 7th Fleet carriers in the 
China Sea—the Ranger, Coral \ 
Sea and Hancock.

Students swarmed over the 
engine of the Indo-Ceylon Ex­ 
press and kicked crewmen onto 
the tracks.

The students have ignored all 
pleas, even from fanatic anti-

killed by the police Wednesday, 
10 of them in Kumarapalvam. 
Officers there opened fire on a 
crowd of 10.000 demonstrators.

At least 36 persons were in­ 
jured. 
Two others died previously in 
the rioting that 
began 
more 
than two weeks ago when the 
central government proclaimed 
Hindi as India's official lan­ 
guage. Three persons commit­ 
ted suicide in protest. 
At least 3.000 persons have 
been arrested.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
legislative road was open today 
for passage of two resolutions 
seeking a constitutional amend­ 
ment to erase the historic U.S. 
Supreme Court reapportionment 
decision. 
The measures were approved 
by the Senate early in the ses­ 
sion, then were stalled by the 
Assembly leadership. 
The last barriers were re­ 
moved yesterday w h e n t h e 
resolutions, containing three ma­ 
jor A s s e m b l y amendments, 
cleared the lower house Elec­ 
tions and Reapportionment Com­ 
mittee by a vote of 10-6. 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh, D-Los Angeles, said the 
amendments erased his doubts 
about the resolutions and he all 
but guaranteed passage of the 
measures by an overwhelming 
vote. 
Senators continue to express 
hope that Congress will approve 
a constitutional amendment per­ 
mitting each bicameral state to 
have one house based on a for­ 
mula other than population. 
Assembly leaders have said re­ 
peatedly 
that 
there 
was no 
chance of Congress taking such 
action, and similar reports have 
reached Sacramento from Wash­ 
ington. 


However, sixteen of the re­ 
quired 34 states already have pe­ 
titioned Congress for a constitu­ 
tional convention. The purpose 
of the convention also would be 
passage of an amendment per­ 
mitting each state to apportion 
one of its legislative houses on 
a basis other than population. 
Thus, if Congress refuses to 
initiave anti - reapportionment 
amendments, the states could by 
the convention. 
In California, the Assembly is 
based on population, the Senate 
on geography. 
Currently, two California State 
senators are in Louisiana and 
I two others in South Carolina at- 
i tempting to enlist additional aid 
1 for the proposed amendment. 
The Senate still faces the big 
problem of meeting a federal 
court order for reapportionment 
by July 1. 
Even if Congress should ap­ 
prove the constitutional amend­ 
ment, the action would come far 
too late to prevent a California 
reapportionment plan. 
The Senate leader also said 
that the first tentative plan, now 
under study by the upper house, 
“couldn’t get 10 votes right now. 
I doubt if even I could support 
this plan.”

SAN BERNARDINO (UPI) - 
The murder trial of Mrs. Ludil- 
le Miller was in recess today 
following a h e a t e d session 
yesterday in which a 23-year- 
old friend of the defendant was 
the primary defense witness. 
Judge Edward P. Fogg, who

Pris­ 
cilla (Sandy) Slagle, a Loma 
Linda University medical stu­ 
dent who lived with the Millers, 
testified that Dr. Miller had 
threatened suicide several times 
and “ often” was under the in­ 
fluence of barbiturates. 
Miss Slagle, who has lived 
with the Millers since 1959, de­ 
scribed suicide threats by the 
defendant's husband d u r i n g 
which he and Mrs. Miller raced 
for possession of their car keys. 
She said Dr. Miller had threat­ 
ened to drive his car off a 
mountain road and Mrs. Miller

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LEG CUT OFF 
Two GIs 
In Hotel 
Saved 
Rubble 


By PETER ARNETT 


QUI NHON, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Sweating and crying 
American rescue workers pulled 
two American soldiers alive to­ 
day from the rubble of a U.S. 
enlisted m an’s hotel destroyed 
by Viet Cong terrorists. 
One of the young American 
survivors was dragged out of a 
tunnel dug through the debris 
after a Korean doctor amputat­ 
ed his leg to free him. 
The doctor, a m em ber of a 
Korean medical team stationed 
a t Qui Nhon, crawled into the 
tunnel smashed into the rocks 
by U.S. Army engineers and 
rescue workers. 
Faint cries from the trapped 
man were heard at 2 30 a.m., 
about six hours after Viet Cong 
bombs crumpled the four-story 
concrete building. The soldier 
was in the rubble for 18 hours 
before he was pulled out. 
By late today, the toll from 
the blast was: 
One American killed in the 
hotel when ? bomb went off in 
the hotel bar. Another died later 
in the hospital. Sixteen Ameri­ 
cans were wounded but sur­ 
vived and got out. Four escaped 
injury, and got out. Twenty-two 
others, including two believed to 
be still alive, were buried under 
the mountain of debris. 
The blast also buried 12 Viet­ 
nam ese house servants working 
in the hotel. The mangled leg of 
one could be seen protruding 
from the rubble. 
A family of seven Vietnamese 
living in a nearby house were 
all killed. 
All the Americans in the hotel 
were Army enlistedmen serv­ 
ing with 140th Maintenance De­ 
tachm ent except for the Ameri 
can killed in the bar. He was a 
Special Forces man. 
Soon after the first cries for 
help, the cries of three other 
men in the rubble were heard. 
On of them was pulled out, 
leaving two others trapped late 
today. 
One of the heroes of the 
bloody night killed two of the 
Viet Cong attackers and sur­ 
vived himself. 
Spec. 5 Robert K. Marshall 
was on the second floor of the 
building when the attack began. 
Viet Cong squads poured m a­ 
chine-gun fire into the building. 
M arshall rushed onto the bal­ 


cony of the building with his 
carbine and emptied his m aga­ 
zine at two 
terrorists firing 
from a street across the way. 
After killing both, he rushed 
hack into his room for more 
ammunition, but the explosion 
went off at that moment. M ar­ 
shall was evacuated to Saigon. 
Marshall 
saved 
himself 
by 
diving under his bed when the 
building collapsed. 
Rescue workers at the scene 
were working to the point of ex­ 
haustion. One who played a key 
role 
in 
freeing 
the 
first 
trapped American was Spec. 
John Huske, a surgical rescue 
man from 
Ronan, 
Mont. 
He 
was one of the first men at the 
scene and was still there late 
this afternoon. 
Huske built the tunnel to the 
trapped man, then stayed and 
comforted him. The tunnel was 
feet wide and 10 feet long. 
In the final moments of the 
rescue, Huske had to break the 
remaining part of the leg which 
the Korean surgeon could not 
saw off. Huske was in tears as 
he emerged, grimy and dusty, 
from the hole. 
The Korean doctor adminis­ 
tered morphine and another pow­ 
erful anesthetic to the trapped 
man, but the soldier who had 
put a tourniquet around his leg 
before help 
came, 
was 
still 
conscious. 
The leg was smashed and 
pierced 
by 
a 
heavy 
m etal 
beam.

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System Of Electric Buses 
Proposed For Commuting 


By GILES BIXLER 


A system of electric buses us­ 
ing a single closed lane down 
the middle of Highway 101 to 
whisk commuters to and from 
San Francisco at up to 80 miles 
an hour is proposed by a Lark­ 
spur industrial designer as the 
answer to Marin's rapid transit 
needs. 
The designer of the scheme, 
Lynn B. McKenzie, a New Zea­ 
lander who lives at 52 Murray 
Avenue. Larkspur, is trying to 
raise $500.000 to build a test 
track to prove his idea. 
McKenzie would have a single 
high-speed lane set aside solely 
for the buses. They would use 
the lane to go south in the morn­ 
ing and north in the evening 
The system would require that 
a lane of the Golden Gate Bridge 
be set aside for the buses, but 
McKenzie feels his system would 
move people so much faster than 
automobiles that it would be 
Worth the extra lane. 


The single lane would be 
constructed on existing median 
strips. Where there are none, 
McKenzie 
proposes that 
an 
extra lane be built on one side. 
The bus lane would always 
have to be in the middle, he 
explained, because otherwise 
it would interfere with auto 
traffic entering and leaving 
the highway. 


The buses would enter and 
leave the special lane through 
regular traffic. McKenzie said 
their chief advantage over rail 
transit is their flexibility. 
Railway systems require a 
Complex systems of feeder bus­ 


es, w hich must connect with the 
railway system adding to time 
lost in waiting and transfer, Mc­ 
Kenzie said. 
Buses 
would 
travel 
their 
neighborhood routes and then 
enter the high speed lane with 
no break in the commuter's 
trip. McKenzie said no commut­ 
er should be further than half 
a mile from his nearest bus 
stop. 
The buses would operate on 
power from a diesel generator 
while in Marin and would tie in­ 
to San Francisco’s electric bus 
system by means of a retracta­ 
ble overhead apparatus for re- 
; ceiving power. 


Steering in the high-speed 
lane would be automatic for 
greater safety, McKenzie said. 
He called the steering mech­ 
anism a “ pantograph.” It has 
small wheels projecting side­ 


ways which would guide the 
bus along raised portions on 
each side of the lane. 


McKenzie said his idea has 
never been tried before. 
The 
steering mechanism could be 
built into a San Francisco bus 
for tesi purposes, he said. 
A test track would be needed 
to prove the steering system and 
the tie in with the San Fran­ 
cisco system. This is compli­ 
cated by the fact that San Fran­ 
cisco is planning an underground 
beneath 
Market 
Street. 
The 
track would have to have a sec­ 
tion of tunnel and one inter­ 
change to test how the bus would 
work in San Francisco, said 
McKenzie. Part of the track 
would also have to be built to 
test entrance and exit from the 
high speed lane the designer 
visualizes along Highway 101. 
State Sen. John F. McCarthy 


(R-San Rafael) said yesterday 
he has written to the Senate ap­ 
propriations committee in Wash­ 
ington to see 
whether 
funds 
could be made available through 
the Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict to test the idea. He point­ 
ed out, however, that detailed 
engineering plans for the scheme 
have not been drawn up yet.

Personal Property Tax 
Should Be Tossed Out 


The Unrah-Petris tax reform pro­ 
gram, unfolded with fanfare in Sacra­ 
mento, sounds good on the surface. 
But there may be portions of the 
package program that will put a bigger 
bite on the taxpayers' pockets a few 
years from now. 
The portion that will get almost uni­ 
versal approval is the provision that 
would exempt household furnishings 
and personal effects from the local 
property tax. 
Our own legislator, State Sen. John 
F. McCarthy, plans to introduce legis­ 
lation to cover that point during this 
legislative session. 
Marin's Assessor Bert W. Broemmel 
and other assessors, who have the job 
of administering the household fur­ 
nishings and personal effects tax, point 
out the difficulties in enforcing this 
provision, now in force. 
In fact, it is almost unenforceable. 
There is no practical way of assessing 
each item of jewelry, fur coat, wall 
paintings, coin and stamp collections 
and other personal effects in each 
home in the county — even with an 
army of appraisers. 
A large family in a large home, with 
bare essentials and personal effects of 
modest value may get socked harder 
than a single person living in a luxury 
apartment, surrounded with costly 


gems and valuable furnishings. 
The best that an assessor can do is 
to go through the motions of “equit­ 
able'’ assessment of personal property. 
In Marin County, the value of house­ 
hold furnishings and personal effects 
come to about two per cent of the total 
assessed valuation. 
In view' of the difficulty of en­ 
forcement and inequities that result, 
this tax definitely should be tossed 
out. 
Tax exemption on business inven­ 
tories is another proposal. This, too, 
amounts to about two per cent in Ma­ 
rin County. If exemptions on inven­ 
tories can be applied to all businesses 
without favoritism, it might be ac­ 
ceptable. 
Some new sources of revenue in­ 
evitably must be devised to make up 
for these exemptions. 
Among proposals in the Unruh-Pet­ 
ris tax reform are increases in the sales 
tax, state income tax, cigarette tax, and 
state corporate franchise tax. 
The net effect is a transfer of the 
tax load from one hand to the other. 
Eventually it comes out of the s a m e 
pocketbooks. 
Abolition of the household furnish­ 
ings and personal effects tax has our 
wholehearted approval. The rest may 
turn out to be mere hocus-pocus.

INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Bundy Suggesting 
Saigon Withdrawal

WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s policy­ 
makers have begun preparing 
the “ escape hatch’’ for the 
slow and tortuous withdrawal 
of the U.S. military presence 
in South Viet Nam. 
This strange disengagement, 
from which public attention 
will be diverted by high-level 
negotiations with the Russians 
and increased U. S. emphasis 
on Thailand, is the inside rea­ 
son behind McGeorge Bundy’s 
presidential mission to Saigon. 
The White House assistant, 
who is in touch with top Soviet 
leaders through private chan­ 
nels, contends that a U.S.- 
Soviet regional settlement in 
Southeast Asia can be reached 
if U.S. military advisers are 
withdrawn

AS A FIRST STEP toward 
this risky objective. Bundy has 
begun pressuring South Viet­ 
namese officals to bring into

Once such a coalition gov­ 
ernment is firmly established 
in Saigon, Bundy believes Rus­

HE HAS SHOCKED more 
than one member of the Na­

Council 
by 
arguing that it never has been 
U. S. policy to keep Commu­ 
nists out of the Saigon govern­ 
ment, still less to keep U.S. 
forces on the ground. 
According to Bundy, present 
U. S. policy is to provide a 
barrier against the extension 
of Chinese power, and the col­ 
lapse 
of

Southeast Asia that would fol­ 
low a Chinese take-over. 
Within the context of his 
proposed regional peace settle­ 
ment, Bundy contends that ob­ 
jective can still be attained if 
the U. S. can make a deal with 
Russia. 
To balance off the increased 
Soviet influence in North Viet 
Nam, Bundy is advocating that 
the U. S. temporarily beef up 
its air and ground forces in 
Thailand. 
This military maneuvering 
in Thailand, according to the 
president’s chief foreign policy 
adviser, also could be used as 
a negotiating weapon during 
the high - level U. S. - Soviet 
talks. 


IT IS NOT CLEAR from 
Bundy’s 
arguments 
exactly 
who will come out on top in 
South Viet Nam, or whether he 
really cares. 
In one meeting, Bundy con­ 
tended the Viet Cong would not 
necessarily dominate a coali­ 
tion government, arguing that 
with peace the Buddhists and 
army officers could draw sup­ 
port away from the Commu­ 
nists and contain them within 
the government. 
Later, when this view was 
challenged, Bundy 
took the 
position that, even if the Viet 
Cong should dominate the Sai­

government, 
the

could neutralize Ho Chi Minh’s 
influence by continuing its eco­ 
nomic aid.

If You Never Have Had Poison 


Oak, You Just Might Defend It 


It’s 
time 
someone 
said 
something nice about poison 
oak. 
The plant, which finds con­ 
genial surroundings in Marin 
County, has had a bad press 
of late. People are itching to 
tear it out by the roots and 
destroy it. 


W H ILE THIS sentiment en­ 
genders 
sympathy, 
the 
red 
leaves ask only the respect 
they 
deserve. 
The 
citified 
dwellers of Marin are not used 
to treating a mere plant, or 
even a small animal, with the 
kind of respect afforded speed­ 
ing autos, for instance. 
Poison oak is actually a tool 
of the conservationists. 
Be­ 
sides, the bright leaves are 
pretty. Some people who see 
them are so enthralled they 
want to grab armfuls and take 
them home. 
Richard T. Straw, county 
a g ric u ltu ra l commissioner, 
said recently that in some 
places nothing but poison oak 
will grow. These places are 
steep, 
and 
the 
poison 
oak 
keeps the soil from following 
its tendency to move downhill. 


THE A LLER G Y most people 
show, with the itching welts 
and sores, may also be help­ 
ing to keep Marin County’s 
open space open. 
Putting up fences and “ No 
Trespassing” signs and post­ 
ing 
guards 
has 
almost 
no 
effect on the people who hunt, 
or pick wildfiowers, or tram­ 
ple young plants. 
But a quiet learning about 
poison oak will do much more 
to insure that people stay on 
trails and do not get lost in 
the backwoods. 
Someday some enterprising 
inventor will come up with 


plastic poison oak that ranch­ 
ers 
can 
spread 
about 
to 
keep away nosy, destructive 
humans. The stuff could be 
spread near fences and might 
even be dusted with itching 
powder, 
to 
make 
it 
more 
effective. 


AND, ALTHOUGH IT is dif­ 
ficult to imagine, new homes 
in Marin might sell for even 
slightly more than they do now 
if real estate 
agents could 
proudly say that poison oak is 
no problem in Marin. 
(Lately, real estate sales­ 
men have had their hands full. 
California is noted for earth­ 
quakes. But now there are 
tidal waves, rabid skunks and 
yellowjackets to play 
down 
when selling property.) 
After all, ragweed drives 
some people all the way from 
New York to Arizona, so poi­ 
son oak must keep some dis­ 
criminating 
people 
out 
of 
Marin. 


POISON OAK has been in­ 
strumental in allowing people 
to get to know- each other bet­ 
ter. Homeowners with children 
become well acquainted with 
their neighbors Who have poi­ 
son oak. The result may not 
always be friendship, but that 
should come later. 
And poison oak may be help­ 
ing with the smog problem. 
There is less open burning of 
weeds and leaves when they 
might contain poison oak. It’s 
an ill wind, indeed, that car­ 
ries poison oak smoke. 
This reporter 
has 
always 
been immune to poison oak. so 
far. Otherwise, opinions might 
be different. But with a little 
effort other people should be 
able to see the silver lining on 
the red leaves.

North’s jump to grand slam 
was more ambitious than skill­ 
ful. South n e e d e d reasonable 
luck in both hearts and clubs to 
make the contract, and he had 
very little better than an even 
chance. North didn’t mind be­ 
cause he liked the thrill of try­ 
ing for a grand slam. 


DIAMOND TRICK 


South won the first diamond 
trick, drew t h r e e rounds of 
trumps and then led his single­ 
ton club to try a finesse with 
dummy’s queen. 
If this worked, he could later 
discard his losing spade on the 
ace of clubs. The finesse lost, 
and South was down one. 
“Too bad!” North exclaimed, 
and the opponents echoed this 
sentiment but with considerably 
less fervor. 


PROPER LINE 


It wasn’t too bad at all; South 
deserved to go down because 
he hadn’t played the hand prop­ 
erly. You’ll enjoy finding the 
proper line of play before you 
read on. 
South must set up dummy by 
ruffing dummy’s t h r e e losing 
clubs. He wins the first trick 
in dummy with the king of dia­ 
monds, cashes the ace of clubs 
and ruffs a club. 
He draws a round of trumps 
with the queen, leads a trump 
to the king and ruffs another 
club. 


LAST TRUMP 


Declarer leads a diamond to 
the ace and ruffs dummy’s last 
club with his own last trump. 
West is out of clubs but has 
no trumps, so this ruff gets by 
safely. 
South then leads a spade to 
the king and finally draws the 
last trump with dummy’s ace 
Since South is out of trumps he 
can discard his losing spade on 
the ace of trumps. 
Declarer then wins the rest 
w i t h the ace of spades and 
good diamonds.

BONN — The much-medaled 
German, a favorite object of 
caricaturists during the Hitler 
era. seems to be making a 
comeback. 
West Germans, having gone 
through the Fresswelle (eating 
craze), the Anschaffungswelle 
(acquisition 
craze) 
and 
the 
Reisewelle (travel craze), may 
now be embarked on an Ordens- 
welle (medal craze). 
The secret desire of German 
males (and some females) ap­ 
pears to be an official peace­ 
time decoration called the Fed­ 
eral Cross of Merit. And the 
Government seems to be more 
than willing to satisfy that de­ 
sire. 


Since the Medit Cross or­ 
der was founded, by the late 
President Theodor Heuss in 
September 1951, more than 70.- 
000 of these medals — avail­ 
able in eight different grada­ 
tions — have been pinned to 
the chests of proud and prom­ 
inent Germans. Current esti­ 
mates indicate that the Decor­ 
ations Office of the Federal 
President issues a new cita­ 
tion every 96 minutes. 


As the demand for medals 
with which to honor loyal gov­ 
ernment servants, big business­ 
men, small-town politicians and 
occasional visiting h e a d s of 
state has increased, the state 
governments have also entered 
the medal - striking business. 
Germans, 
em barrassed 
by 
medal-less tuxedo or swallowtail 
coasts, will now be able to ob­ 
tain such decorations as the 
Bavarian, Hessian, Northrhine- 
Westphalian and Lower-Stxon 
crosses and medals of merit. 


The German penchant for 
decorations was legend long 
before Hermann Gouering, Hit­ 
ler's bemedaled Number II 
came on the scene. But during 
the Weimar Republic period, 
from 1919 to 1933, a morator­ 
ium on the issuance and ac­ 
ceptance of medals and decor­ 
ations was declared. Hitler im­ 
mediately lifted it when he 
came to power, however. 


After World War II, Allied oc-

bade the wearing of medals.

The state has issued new regu­ 
lations to take effect March 1 
aimed at keeping below c o s t 
sales of milk from dropping any 
lower in price. 
Below-cost sales are those in 
military commissaries which op­ 
erate as non-profit facilities for 
personnel. 
The federal government re­ 
cently won a court case against 
California with the decision that 


the state could not regulate the 
price of milk in federal commis­ 
saries. 
However, the state can guar­ 
antee 
a 
minimum 
producer 


price. That is what the new reg­ 


ulation will do, according to 
Paul Andrew of the Milk Stabili­ 
zation office in San Francisco. 


He said commissary prices 
run about 30 to 35 cents per half 
gallon while retail prices run 48 
to 49 cents a half gallon.

missed a scattered place or two, 
for even a diner-out on the 
prowl can sometimes fail to 
track down an errant kitchen 
fragrance in a cross wind. But 
not many, I’m sure. You will 
still find this the most complete 
guide to Marin dineries 


YOU WILL GET more value 
out of it if you keep it for future 
use. To make it as up to date 
as'possible for later reference 
we have included names of a 
few restaurants not yet open, 
but which are expected to open 
this spring. 
By deciding to publish it m 
February Bus year, instead of 
in January as we have done in 
the past, we originally thought 
to have less difficulty with last 
mi nut e menu alterations, as 
well as other changes which 
generally take place around the 
first of the year. But — it seems 
that no matter what date is 


picked, someone is always plan­ 
ning to do something different, 
and so in a few cases their final 
decisions cannot be written here. 
This year there are more Ma­ 
rin County tables than ever be­ 
fore, notwithstanding that, dur­ 
ing 1994, some restaurants could 
not keep them filled and were 
obliged to close.

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The French Say 
It With Food 


By ALFRED ROBLIN 


My wife, who is E n g l i s h , 
claims that England is actually 
responsible for France’s gastro­ 
nomic reputation. 
She reaches this amusing con­ 
clusion by such roundabout rea­ 
soning as this: 


THE ENGLISH, being tradi­ 
tional enemies and poor cooks 
as well, were natural competi­ 
tion. And competition is always 
food for success. 
More factual are the easy 
availability of good food and 
wine in France, and the inherent 
creativeness of Frenchmen in 
using them to full advantage. 
Geographic location and climate 
make my country a natural sup­ 
plier of almost everything need­ 
ed for a sumptuous table. 
These bounties vary widely 
from province to province. For 
instance, our northern special­ 
ties are mainly fish from the 
North Sea—and beer and terrine 
of snipe. The northeast is fa­ 
mous for its Champagne, cele­ 
brated around the world, and 
marcasin (young boarl, pig’s 
feet and articliokes from St. 
Menehould. 
The eastern part of France 
features those dishes that go so 
well with the dry wines pro­ 
duced there — Quiche Lorraine, 
and preparations c o nt ai ni ng 
mushrooms which abound in this 
area. From Bourgogne come de­ 
lectable dishes made with Bur­ 
gundy wine. Escargots (snails) 
is a Burgundian dish. 


WHERE ELSE but in the Sa­ 
voy country will you find such 
a diversity of gourmet cheeses 
and cheese dishes like Gratin 
Dauphinois? Or in the Lyon 
area. Quenelle de Brochet, Le 
Saucisson Chaud (warm sau­ 
sage), various poultry dishes— 
and a record for producing more 
than one chef of distinction? 
In La Provence—gay and col­ 
orful with flowers and country 
dancing—flourish tomatoes, gar­ 


lic and olive oil, without which 
the spicy offerings of that region 
would not be nearly so distinc­ 
tive. 
Among the blue Mediterranean 
of Southern France, fish a g a in - 
celebrated 
mostly in bouilla- 
baise. Goose liver and truffles 
in Bordeaux, l.amb in Brittany 
—and so on. Each has its own 
specialty known throughout the 
world. 


BUT IT WAS NOT always so. 
It took many periods of French 
history for these foods to evolve, 
and for our skill in preparing 
them to arrive at its present 
highly respected position in the 
culinary world. Often it was 
done the hard way. 
It was during the reign of 
Francois 1 in the early 16th cen­ 
tury that 
the arts suddenly 
flourished as never before. And 
to go along with the festivities 
occasioned by the development 
of music and literature, the 
tables of France took on new 
beauty and importance. 
Beef and Iamb had been the 
main dishes before. But now 
new recipes were created to 
serve fish, poultry, game and 
venison. For awhile vegetables 
took a back seat as cook experi­ 
mented with other viands. 
Along with this food conscious­ 
ness, one Pierre Pidoux under­ 
took to write many of the rec­ 
ipes in a cookbook. He called it 
‘ Fleur de Toute la Cuisine”— 
meaning ‘‘Flower of All the 
Kitchen.” (We F r e n c h use 
‘‘flower” or “blossom” to ex­ 
press the center or essence of 
a substance i 


THEN FOR A TIME the prog­ 
ress of cooking was delayed be­ 
cause of warring religious fac­ 
tions. Not until the reign of 
Henry IV was'it revived. He had 
his own version of public health 
insurance — plenty of food for 
everyone. A chicken on Sunday 
for every family was his goal 
and he was famous for the say­ 
ing “ Poulet au Pot”—or as you

His name 
was I.a Verenne, and he wrote 
“ La Cusinier Francais.” 
The fabulous gastronomic fes­ 
tivities of Louis XIV during the 
16th and early 17th centuries 
contributed in great measure to 
a surge of progress in French 
cooking. The l e n g t h of the 
menus I^>uis demanded for his 
guests grew with each banquet, 
and taxed the skills of his kitch­ 


en staff to provide new and 
interesting dishes. They were 
continually under pressure to 
seek out new ingredients and 
create tantalizing combinations. 
The story is told that on one 
occasion. Vatel, his maitre d’, 
had ordered a special fish for 
one of Louis’ parties and deliv­ 
ery was late. The poor man was 
so unnerved by the strain of 
waiting and impending disaster 
if it failed to arrive that he took 
out his sword and committed 
suicide.

XV, was h o n o r e d by “ Les 
Bouche* a la Heine"—chicken, 
truffles and cream sauce, served 
in a pastry shell. 


There were at least five rec­ 
ipes created for Madame Pom­ 
padour. Two, very well known, 
are “ La Timbale Pompadour” 
(a pastry made with pineapple 
paste and filled with chocolate 
and 
vanilla 
lee 
cream 
and 
topped with whipped cream), 
and “Garniture Pompadour” — 
artichoke. Parisiennes potatoes 
and bcrnaise sauce, to serve 
with beef. 


“Garniture du Barry” is cauli­ 
flower topped with m o r n a y 
sauce and glazed Chateaubriand 
was named for the writer and 
gourmet. “ Filet of Sole Vales- 
ka, 
garnished with lobster and 
crawfish and served with wine 
sauee, was created for Napo­ 
leon’s mistress. “ Tournedos Ros­ 
sini” was named for the com- 
poaer. 


The list is long and an impos­ 
ing one. The masters of the 
“old school” who created them 
are now gone, but the knowledge 
they handed down to us plae*es 
texlay's French chefs in demand 
throughout the world.

In Sonoma, there’s a red-tiled 
Mission to visit (circa 1823, now 
rebuilt); and several good din­ 
ing places around the square. 
Out of town to the west on Spain 
Street is General Vallejo’s gra­ 
cious home, now preserved as 
a museum. Right in town is the 
tour’s initial winery, Samuele 
Sebastiani (open daily until 5 
p.m.); and to the east, over a 
winding road, California’s first 
winemaker, Buena Vista. It too

carved oak casks in its cool cel­ 
lar. Buena Vista even has a 
ghost, a Chinese caretaker who 
was imprisoned when the 1906 
earthquake sealed off a cellar 
with 30,000 bottles of champagne. 
This ghost hiccups when acous­ 
tics are right. 
Though there’s more to see 
and savor in Sonoma, the wine- 
tour leads east to the Napa Val­ 
ley, less than 20 miles away over 
good highway. Major concentra­ 
tion of wineries in this twice- 
blessed valley are around Ru­ 
therford, St. Helena and Calis- 
toga. Beaulieu and Inglenook 
are at the first-named; the first 
is open daily until 5, and Ingle- 
nook only on weekdays. These 
are quality vineyards, and their 
reds 
and 
whites 
are 
justly 
famed, and in short supply. 
Near St. Helena are nine win­ 
eries welcoming sippers: per­ 
haps the most famous are Ber- 
inger Brothers, with deep lime­ 
stone cellars to explore and the 
baroque Rhine House; 
Louis 
Martini, ancient Charles Krug, 
and imposing Christian Brothers. 
Most are open daily until 4:30 
or 5 p.m. More than a quarter- 
million visitors troop through 
these great stone landmarks ev­ 
ery year, but their tasting makes 
not a dent in the flow of vinous 
cheer. Such is the demand in 
recent years that Krug, for ex­ 
ample, has installed a railroad 
dining-car at its spur track, and 
this mobile cellarage augments 
the 
earthbound 
tasting-cham- 
bers. 
Between St. Helena and Calis- 
toga is the Old Bale Mill, a pic­ 
turesque grist wheel 40 feet high 
erected in 1846 by a pioneer 
physician, Dr. George Bale. It 
is a favored photo subject. 
Calistoga has an interesting 
history of its own: it was found­ 
ed in the 1850’s by colorful Sam

A few miles north, still on “ 101” 
is Asti, founded in the 1880s by 
Italian immigrants, and home of 
Italian Swiss Colony, one of the 
State's biggest and most modern 
wineries. More than 300X00 vis­ 
itors sign Asti’s guest-books an­ 
nually, and here again are tast- 
ing-rooms 
and 
guided 
tours 
through the blocks of vats and 
warehouses. 
From here, the motorist may 
head for home down “ 101, but 
if the redwood country beckons, 
there is still another interesting 
winery to visit 
Parducci, north 
of Ukiah. Should the road lead 
westward from Calistoga or 101, 
there’s a champagne cellar, Kor- 
bel’s, beside the Russian River 
near Rio Nido. Korbel recently 
went into the still-wine field. Its 
mellow brick towers and old- 
world atmosphere are worth a 


look. Tours are at 1:30 and 2:30 
p.m., Saturday through Thurs­ 
day, except Mondays. Nearby is 
Armstrong Grove, an outstand­ 
ing redwood State Park.

TRUFFLING PIG OF PERIGORD. It takes a long snout on 
an expectant mother pig to unearth most quickly the 
black, knobby truffle. W hat it lacks in beauty the truf­ 
fle makes up in taste and it is regarded as a delicacy 
by epicures throughout the world. The finest truffles 
are found in the province of Perigord, France. 


Quarter O f Eating Dollar 


Spent On Dining Pleasure 


South of Paris and the “ cha­ 
teau country,” the provinces of 
Marche, Limousin, Quercy and 
Perigord form a region richly 
endowed 
in 
history, 
charm, 
beauty — and a bounty of su­ 
perlatively good things for the 
table. 
One venerable tradition — par­ 
ticularly in Perigord — is that 
of good cooking. How could it be 
otherwise, in a region that nur­ 
tures the biggest, blackest, most 
exquisite truffles that can be 
had for love or money? 
The earth itself seems jealous 
of them, hiding them so effec­ 
tively, that only the snuffling of 


a truffle pig can detect them. 
The best truffle snufflers are 
expectant-mother pigs, who lead 
the quest from oak tree to oak 
tree, digging toward the roots 
w h e r e the ugly but fragrant 
underground mushroom grows. 


Oblong, black and warty, the 
truffle is a gastronomic treasure, 
seductively delicious in itself. 
Perigord’s sublime version of 
the omelette folds in slices of 
them, with the subtlest hint of 
Madeira wine. 


But with “ foie gras” the truf­ 
fle makes the perfect match to 
beguile the gourmet’s palate. 


“ Discretionary dining out” — 
or dining out for pleasure—ac­ 
counts for about 25 cents of 
every dollar spent by Americans 
in eating away from home. 
The biggest percentage, of 
course, 
goes for 
“ meals 
at 
work,” according to the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor and the Na­ 
tional Restaurant Assn., which 
has analyzed its findings. 
Approximately one-third of 
every restaurant dollar is spent 
for meals incurred during work­ 
ing hours. 
In large metropoli­ 
tan areas the proportion is high­ 
er—about 36 per cent. 
Something like 13 per cent 
goes for snacks, and 12 per cent 
for meals while traveling. 


With variations, according to 
locations and size of families, 
Americans 
spend 
upward 
of 
from 3 per cent of their incomes 
eating away from home. 
The National Restaurant Assn 
finds that public eating and 
drinking during 1964 was 7 per 
cent higher than the year be­ 
fore. 
Menu 
price 
increases 
last year were lower than aver­ 
age—only 2 per cent. Total eat­ 
ing and drinking place bank­ 
ruptcies during 1964 were about 
10 per cent below those in 1963. 
So far during the 60s. last 
year was the best year regis­ 
tered by the public segment of 
the food service industry. Sales 
amounted to 19.3 billion dollars. 


Top Item 


For Eating? 


Beefsteak 


Two out of four Americans 
going into a restaurant to dine 
will order a steak. Men, that is. 
With women it’s about two out 
of six. 


Look at any menu — French, 
Italian. 
Swedish 
or 
Chinese. 
The odds are about five to one 
that somewhere there will be a 
steak on it—if the restaurant is 
in the United States. Americans 
—millions of them—consider it 
the top gourmet item in any lan­ 
guage. 


THOSE WITH English ances­ 
try ‘ come by it naturally. Ac­ 
cording to the American Meat 
Institute, the Yeomen of the 
Guard, the permanent military 
corps in attendance to the Brit­ 
ish kings, consumed such a large 
meat ration daily that they 
earned the nickname “ beefeat­ 
ers.” And the next time you 
sink your teeth into a particular­ 
ly delectible steak, closing your 
eyes in sheer ecstacy, remem­ 
ber that a British monarch once 
did the same and then pulled out 
his sword and dubbed it “ Sir 
Loin.” Who it was, no one seems 
to be exactly sure. Henry V III. 
James I and Charles II have all 
received the credit. 


If you’re French, you’ll prob­ 
ably snort over this unpalatable 
British claim and point out with 
Gallic logic that sirloin comes 
from “ surlonge” (over the loini. 
No matter. Many nationalities 
identify the word with good eat­ 
ing. It’s just that Americans 
seem more inclined to indulge 
themselves — even at $6.50 to 
$7.50 an order. 


But if you wince a little the 
next time you plank out this 
sum, remember that it took a 
lot of people to help put that 
steak in front of you, and they 
all had to be paid Maybe you 
even got your own share. 


TH ERE W ER E the cowboys 
or ranch hands who looked after 
the cattle, the banker who fi­ 
nanced the land, herd and equip­ 
ment, the oil refiner who pro­ 
vided fuel for the power ma­ 
chinery so many ranchers use. 
The steel maker who supplied 
fencing, branding irons and oth­ 
er equipment. The brewer, sugar 
refiner, 
cotton 
ginner, 
flour 
miller who furnished by-prod­ 
ucts used to make supplemen­ 
tary livestock feeds. 


Not to mention the veterinar­ 
ian, the blacksmith who shoed 
the ranch horses, the airplane 
pilot who sprayed the ranges 
and fields, destroying pests. The 
lumberman who provided ma­ 
terial for corrals, barns and 
pens. The feeder who takes lean 
range cattle and puts 25 per 
cent more beef on them by in­ 
tensive feeding. Truck drivers, 
railroaders, stockyards men, the 
meat packer, the restaurant it­ 
self . . . 


AND THAT SAD-EYED gen 
tleman beside you who just pre­ 
sented you the check for all this 
and to whom you are about to 
hand over a generous tip, be­ 
cause — come to think of it — 
how can they possibly sell any­ 
thing so delicious so cheap?

Americans Are Drinking More Wine 


The average American drinks 
nearly twice as much wine as 
he did a generation ago—drinks 
more at restaurants and with 
his meals at home, and probably 
will continue to drink even more 
in the future. 
HO W EVER, according to a re­ 
port by the economics research 
d e p a r t m e n t of the Bank of 
America, the United States is 
still far from being a heavy 
wine-drinking country in spite of 
increasing consumption. The av­ 
erage American's .933 gallon of 
wine a year is well above his 
intake of .56 in the late 1930s, 
but still far below the average 


Frenchman's 
35 
gallons, 
the 
Italian’s 31 gallons, or even the 
German’s 3 5 gallons. 


At present, sweet d e s s e r t 
wines outsell table wines in the 
United States two to one. But 
this habit, too appears to be 
changing as more Americans 
learn to drink wine with their 
meals. Within the next five to 
eight years, according to the 
bank report, table wines are ex­ 
pected to outsell dessert wines. 


It is apparent that this country 
is becoming more wine con­ 
scious. A single piece of evi­ 
dence is a recent trend to serve 


champagne 
at 
“ open 
house" 
celebrations instead of spirits. 
Consumers 
have 
been 
made 
aware of the high quality prod­ 
ucts turned out by many Ameri­ 
can vineyards. In addition, the 
large increase in foreign travel 
since World War II has intro­ 
duced many Americans to the 
habit of drinking wine at meal­ 
times who never thought to do 
so before. 
TH E LEAD ING wine-drinking 
state is California, where the 
bulk of American wine is pro­ 
duced. Californians average 2.12 
gallons a year consumption, and 
theirs is the only state where

table wines hold an edge in pop­ 
ularity over dessert wines. 
Foreign wines account for only 
slightly more than 8 per cent of 
the total apparent consumption, 
with California wines amounting 
to 76 2 per cent and the remain­ 
ing states slightly over 15 per 
cent. 
Consumption of brandy in the 
United States has more than 
doubled in the past 10 years, the 
Bank of America report states. 


California produces almost two 
bottles of three consumed, other 
states one out of 10 and foreign 
countries about one out of four. 
American brandy producers are 
concerned, 
according to th e 
bank report, by the current low 
duty of $1 per proof gallon on 
imported brandy. This rate, they 
claim, enables foreign producers 
to bring in a relatively large 
quantity of lower-quality bran­ 
dies.

than fulfilled that promise. Our 
great varietal wines, named for 
the 
grapes 
themsejves, 
rank 
with the “ vintage year” greats 
of Europe. Our popularly priced 
wines surpass their European 
counterparts. 
Reaching this present-day po­ 
sition took nearly a century of 
toil, trial and setback. Livestock 
graze today where some pioneer 
vineyards proved, at great loss 
to the grower, where grapes 
could not be grown. Within the 
wine growing districts now defi­ 
nitely established, many vine­ 
yards have been replanted over 
the years with different varities 
better suited to local conditions. 
Yet once a California vintner 
decided he had a good wine, he 
had to prove it to a skeptical 
world. The proof took many 
forms, from entering wine com­ 
petition in world’s fairs to open­ 
ing the wineries to the public for 
tastings. 
Colorfully active in this early 
history of California wine was 
the Italian Swiss Colony of AstT, 
only an hour north of San Ra­ 
fael on Highway 101. Not only 
did the Colony bring home many 
gold medals from Europe and 
other international exhibitions, it 
invited hundreds of opinion lead­ 
ers on weekend excursions to 
Asti. There they were wined and 
dined at the fabulous Asti Vil­ 
lage, served by its own turret­ 
like station on the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad line.

Across The Board, And Over The 
Table In Marin During The Year 


Last year was a time for new 
openings, transfers, new licenses 
and new managers and changes 
of operation. There w e r e far 
more of them than usual. Note 
this roundup: 


FIRST N EW OPENING in 
1964, I believe was Gregory’s on 
Paradise Drive, Corte Madera.

Around that time Ed Leoog be­ 
came manager at Coo foetus 
and Horace Fong went back to 
Oakland. And Don Giovannoni 
and his crew took command of 
food at Rancho Rafael. 


IN APRIL, Reno Ghilotti, own­ 
er of the Griddle, died . . . Er­ 
nest and Rose Kaplan bought 
Christopher’s Coffee House, Tib­ 
urón and m a d e it Kappie’s 
House of Sandwiches. . . . Ron 
Lipori and his father opened 
La Casa Italian Restaurant, San 
Rafael. 
The following month H u g o 
Lucchesi and son Ronnie opened 
another Italian restaurant — 
Lucchesi’s on Tamalpais Drive, 
Corte Madera. 


D A V E MAROWITZ died in 
June, and for the first time in 
years the old West End Villa 
closed down. Recently it’s been 
announced that this historic spot 
has been leased by Adolph Motta 
of Adolph’s in San Francisco. It 
may be several months and 
many changes before reopening. 
. . . That month other tears of 
affection were shed for Terry 
Van Gorder departing from Pea­ 
cock Gap Country Club to build 
more golf courses in Newhall 
and Saugus. 


BIGGEST 
A L L - R O U N D 
MONTH for changes was July. 
Top restaurant news was made 
by the Boccignnones—Jerry and 
John, opening their de luxe Red­ 
wood Club Sky Lounge and Res­ 
taurant on the fifth floor of the 
Kaehler-Farrar Building, S a n 
Rafael.. . . 
Two other openings were the 
Red Kettle Pancake and Steak 
House in the Montecito Shopping 
Center and the Jasmine House 
in Larkspur—the latter by Jim­ 
my Lee of the Chinese Kitchen. 
Then it war that Spiros HaB- 


kas bought the Red Vest, Novato 
from the Raders and made it 
Spiro's Red Vest. If o n l y he 
would serve Greek food there! 
. . . The Camporcales sold their 
San Anselmo place to Polly Hub- 
bell, but it was too much for 
her and she resold in November 
to Benny Ford Forte who still 
keeps the name Polly’s. . . . By 
August the Camporeales had re­ 
turned to the restaurant game, 
buying the Hickory Pit in San 
Rafael. . . . 


ALSO IN AUGUST, Dean and 
Irene De La Montanya bought 
out the San Geronimo Lucches- 
si’s Restaurant and converted it 
to their own name.

Coppa.s was sold to Bob and 
Meta Kringe and became Black 
Forest; Tom Marshall sold the 
Gold Nugget to Ansara Enter­ 
prises- and there was sorrowful 
news from Corey’s that Geral­ 
dine Kessler liad died. . . . The 
younger Milan Prokupek stepped 
into his father’s and mother’s 
shoes at Inverness Lodge, part­ 
nered with young John Far—and 
the Louies of Travelers Inn add 
ed bar and hotel to their con­ 
trol. . . . 


Somewhere in here Tomahawk 
Lodge under the Briggses be­ 
came the Lodge under Ben Far 
latti and his associates — and 
news came from former Sausa- 
litan Juanita Musson that she 
had reopened a more formal 
version of the Galley, and more 
extensive, in the old Verdier’s 
Resort at El Verano, Sonoma 
County. 


THERE WAS another kitchen 
fire in November—this one at 
Eugene’s, but it was only de­ 
commissioned for a short period. 
. . . And half a block away an 
Englishman by name of Had- 
don Salt bought the Griddle from 
Reno Ghilotti’s estate. 


TOWARD THE END of the 
year, a new Chinese restaurant 
— the Great Wall — opened on 
Jacoby Street, San Rafael; a 
new manager (Christopher Ma­ 
thews) 
appeared at 
Peacock 
Gap; the Courthouse Creamery 
of the Tobins move to a beauti­ 
ful corner location at Fourth and 
A Streets, San Rafael — and 
Berkeley Farms opened a res­ 
taurant by its Novato offices and 
dairy depot . . . 
The Hi - Ho Motel of Chuck 
Mowers on the highway south of 
Alto also opened a restaurant 
and bar and several new units, 
with Norman Kramer in charge 
of food. . , . There was a re­ 
shuffle at Pandora in San An­ 
selmo—and George Dumont be­ 
came manager. 


AND NOW in 1965 the cycle 
has started all over again. Al­ 
ready opened this year is the 
Old Viking in Lagunitas, under 
Matts and Phyllis M a t t s s o n . 
Swedish food, of course. . . . 
There will be many more new 
ones as the year goes on—watch 
for them.
